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ASSASSINATION OF THE 
EMPRESS OF AUSTRIA. 


HE cowardly murder of the Empress of 
Austria by an avowed Anarchist, named 
Luccesi, at Geneva last Saturday after- 

noon, elicited universal condemnation of the 
insane revolutionary movement which wages war 
alike against Republican Presidents and Monarchs; 
and the dastardly act has drawn from all parts 
of the world the deepest commiseration for the 
aged Emperor Francis Joseph, the celebration of 
the Jubilee of whosereign had already commenced 
withrejoicings. So little guarded was the Empress 
that assassination was rendered easy—a timely 
warning for the Military and Police guards of 
every Sovereign, and, indeed, of every high-placed 
Minister of State: for it is openly declared that 
war is to be waged against them without 
thyme or reason by Anarchist conspirators. Her 
Imperial Majesty—a benevolent gentlewoman 
whose life had been full of charitable endeavours 
to ameliorate the sad lot of the miserable—arrived 
at Geneva from Territet only on Friday week, and 
she left the Hotel Beau Rivage with a Lady-in- 
Waiting on Saturday afternoon last to return by 
steamer. She had reached the fine Brunswick 
Monument (erected by Geneva to the memory of 
the late Duke of “Brunswick in consideration of 
his having bequeathed his fortune of twenty 


Throne, committed suicide may be imagined. 
We are told that Dr. Max Falk, the Editor of 
the Pesther Lloyd, declares the Empress Elizabeth 
was one of the most remarkable women of our 
time—a poet, a savante, and a philosopher, besides 
being a devoted wife and mother. The consensus 
of opinion in England is truthfully reflected in 
the words Her Majesty caused to be inserted in 
the Court diary on Sunday last: “The Queen 
mourns profoundly the loss of Her Imperial 
Majesty, with whom she had been on terms of 
friendship for many years. Her Majesty feels 
likewise most deeply for the honoured and 
bereaved Emperor, who has experienced so many 
trials during his long and beneficial reign.” 


Countess Szapary an Eye-Witness 
of the Assassination. 

The Vienna CSrrespondent of the Daily News 
was furnished with a description of the tragic 
occurrence by the Empress’s Lady-in- Waiting, 
Countess Szapary, who was accompanying her 
Imperial mistress— 

** We arrived in Geneva on Friday at noon, the 
Empress being desirous to revisit the town, 
which she was much pleased with last year. She 
took long walks on the shore of the lake, visited 
Baroness Rothschild's gardens and the public 
park. On Saturday we were to return by 
steamer via Territet to Caux, the Empress pre- 
ferring to go by steamer and allowing the suite 
to go by rail. The steamer was to leave at two. 
The Empress was in excellent spirits and perfectly 
well. At half-past one we left the hotel, walk- 
ing along the Quay Mont Blanc slowly side by

For she persisted in 
going on board the steamer, which had proceeded 
some distance on the Lake of Geneva before the 
Empress fainted from internal hemorrhage ; the 
weapon was found to have pierced her heart 
completely. ‘The Empress never recovered con- 
sciousness, and expired shortly after she had 
been conveyed back to the Hótel Beau Rivage. 


A Life of Many Sorrows 


did the handsome Empress Elizabeth share with 
the Emperor of Austria, to whom in his crushing 
grief the whole civilised world otters heartfelt 
sympathy. But their young lives were full of 
happiness and sunny hope. Theirs was a love 
match. Born on Dec. 24, 1837 (the year our 
own beloved Queen ascended her Throne), she 
was the second daughter of the late Duke Max of 
pee and her mother wished to marry her elder 

aughter Héléne tothe young Austrian Emperor. 
But he fell in love with **Lisel," who was full 
of charm and vivacity. The Emperor revealed 
the force of his attachment in a letter to a 
friend; to whom he confessed: “I am as much 
in love as any lieutenant, and as happy as a 
god."

She consoled her august husband 
when the wars of '59 and '66 saw Austria 
deprived of some of her finest provinces; and

‘*The Empress sank upon a seat, losing con- 
sciousness, I thought she was suffering from an 
attack of nerves, never dreaming of an attempt 
upon her life. Several ladies on board helped 
me to attend the unconscious Empress Ft all 
happened’ so quickly that nobody could suspect 
what had been done. I saw no weapon. in the 
man’s hand. As the ladies opened her bodice, 
we saw no blood. When her dress was open 
she recovered and rose to her feet, saying in 
,& clear voice, ‘Tell me what has happened?’ 
She did not speak after that; but sank back 
again, became deadly pale, and breathed hard 
and harder.

The Bereaved Emperor’s Grief. 


The Emperor Francis Joseph was at Schón- 
brunn preparing for his departure at half-past 
eight last Saturday evening for the Leutschau 
Army manceuyres. Count Goluclrowski is said to 
have undertaken the trying task of breaking the 
news to the Emperor. 

The effect upon the Emperor is described as 
terrible. When he realised what had happened 
he sank into a chair with a convulsive shudder, 
grasping his head with both hands as though it 
would burst. With a deep sigh he exclaimed— 

* I see I am not to be spared any single mis- 
fortune in this world.” 

According to another account, he said— 

** It is incredible how any creature could have 
laid hands on such a woman, who never hurt a 
soul, and only did good all her life.” 

Then followed a long silence. The Emperor, 
nevertheless, was able to receive his brother, the 
Archduke Ludwig Victor, and the Archduke 
Franz Ferdinand, who arrived a little later, as 
well as several of the Ministers and Court 
officials. All were deeply affected by his grief 
no less than by the strength of will that ennbled 
him to master it in order to give the necessary 
instructions to the officials. He is known to 
have been oppressed by forebodings all this year, 
and is said to have fervently exclaimed, ** I wish 
the Jubilee were safely over." 

The Emperor proceeded to the suburban 
station ant Pietzing, in order to catch the nine 
o’clock express to Switzerland, intending to 
utilise an ordinary first-class compartment. On 
his way his Majesty changed his mind, and 
returned to Schónbrunn. 

“I hear," wired the Correspondent of the 
Morning Post, “that the Monarch is bearing up 
wonderfully. His Majesty passed a quiet night, 
rising Inter than usual on Sunday morning. He 
attended mass, but entered the chapel by the 
private entrance, unscen by the public. I am 
informed ‘that the Emperor will remain at 
Schónbrunn until the arrivalof the body of the 
Empress at Vienna on Thursday night." 

The Neues Wiener Tagblatt states that the 
Emperor Francis Joseph, with his daughters, the 
Archduchesses Gisela and Marie Valerie, attended 
mass last Monday morning at the private chapel 
in the Schónbrunner Palace, where he showed 
signs of intense grief. 


The Funeral Ceremonies. 

The body of the Empress Elizabeth, robed in 
| white, was laid on Monday morning in a triple 
| coffin at the Hótel Beau Rivage, Geneva. The 
| coffin, which is lined with a profusion of white 
| Satin, was then placed in a saloon converted for 

the time into a chapelle ardente. Nuns sent by 
the Bishop of Fribourg knelt beside the coffin. 

The great public demonstration of regret and 
sympathy organised by the Swiss Federal Council 
took place the same morning, and was a most 
imposing affair. ‘The famous big bell of the 
cathedral, known as La Clemence, began to peal 
at half-past eleven, just as the long and im- 
pressive procession, which had been mustering 
for some time previously, began to move past the 
H):el Beau Rivage. 

The Emperor of, Austria has sent the following 
telegrum to the Swiss Federal Council— 

“ Deeply touched by the deep sympathy ex- 
pressed in so warm a manner, I thank the 
Federal Council and the whole Swiss people 
from the bottom of my heart for their participa- 

| tion in the bitter sorrow which the inscrutable 
| decreé of Providence has brought upon me.” 
| It was arranged that the body of the Empress 
| Should be brought to Vienna by special train, be 
| met at the station by the Emperor and all the 
Court, and be conveyed in a hearse drawn by 
| eight horses, and. escorted by troops of all arms, 
| to the Imperial Chapel. ‘The interment takes 
| place on Saturday in the Capucine vault, where lie 
the remains of the late Crown Prince Rudolph. 


The Murderer’s Antecedents. 

Inquiries have established the fact that the 
assassin of the Empress is Louis Luccesi, who 
His father is un- 
known, and all that is known of his mother is 
that her name is Louise Luccesi. Called to 
military service he presented himself. too late, 
and was arrested and subsequently condemned. 
He was afterwards amnestied and was incor- 
porated in the Monferrato regiment of cavalry, 
which joined in the campaign in Africa. After 
his term of service in the Army, he emigrated 
to Austria, and had relations with Austrian 
Anarchists. He several times expressed his 
intention to kill the Emperor Francis Joseph. 

It is alleged that he was implicated in the 
Milan disturbances, was expelled from Italy, 
and took refuge in Zurich, where the plot was 
hatched to kill one of the Sovereigns of Europe. 
Luccesi is said to have had the intention first of 
killing the Duc d'Orléans at Geneva ; but missing 
that representative of the exiled French Royal 
Family, determined to stab the Empress Eliza-

There would be at least three 
English masters, and it is proposed that, in appointing the 
Shiekhs who should rule over the various districts, prefer- 
ence should be given to those who have gone through the 
course at this college and passed the examinations. 


The War Correspondents, 

who have done their arduous and perilous work splendidly, 
were not allowed, though they wished, to accompany the 
steamers to Fashoda, but were directed by the Sirdar to 
return to Cairo, Not only was Colonel Rhodes wounded, 
and the Hon. Hubert Howard killed, on that memor- 
able 2nd of September, but every Special War Corre- 
spondent undertook the same risks and faced the 
same perils that the Sirdar’s gallant troops did. We

Candia, the Seaport in Crete stained by the 
murder of s eral British soldiers last week, is sketched on 
tuis page. British guns swiftly bombarded Cardia—pre- 
monition of the more sweep ng punishment to be inflicted 
on the murderous Mussulmans. The island of Crete, 
according to Homer, once had a hundred cities ; but now 
there are but three towns of any importance—Canea, 
Candia (or Megalo-Kastron), and Retimo. Crete is the 
most southerly portion of the European continent, and lies 
atout -sixty miles south of Cape Malea in Greece. It is 
156 miles in length, its breadth varying from thirty to seven 
miles. A great demonstration of Mussulman refugees was 
held at Candia on Sept. 6, to protest against their alleged 
ill-treatment and the favour shown to the Christian insur- 
gents. Fires broke out in various parts of the city, and 
the Mussulman population att1eked the British soldiers 
forming part of the international occupation. The British 
Vice-Consul, M. Kalokairinos, was burnt to death in the 
Consulate, and about 800 Christians were massacred. The 
toitn was pillaged by. the Bashi-Bazouks and Turkish 
troops. All reports agree as to the disgraceful conduct of 
the latter. They were seen firing on Colonel Reid. The 
mob ran 'thrtough the streets shouting ‘Death to the 
English." The British war-ships thereupon bombarded 
the place (as sketched on another page), doing enormous 
damage. 


The British War-Ships had to Shell Candia 
Again on Sept..7, and almost entirely destroyed the 
Mussulman quarter. Several Christians as well as Moslems 
were killed by the shells. Subsequently 350 Italian and 
French troops arrived: to reinforce the British garrison. 
According to the 7'imes correspondent, the British fired on 
the owe but had to rush down the quay to the English 
steamer Turquoise under a hail of bullets from the windows 
and housetops. Lieutenant Haldane and about twenty 
soldiers were killed, and I;eutenant Seagrave and fifty 
soldiers were wounded.- The soldiers pluckily carried the 
dead officer down to the boat... The following list of Blue- 
jackets killed was officially reported among the party 
landed. from H.M.S. Hazard at Candia: ** Killed-—185289 
Alfred Bargew Stroud, ordinary seaman; 147607 Alb rt 
John Champion, leading seaman; 186516 Henry Harry 
Andrews, ordinary seaman ; 150918 William Berry, leading 
seaman," Edhem Pasha, the Turkish Governor, says the 
Standard, is the man who ought to be held primarily 
responsible for this shocking tragedy.

Spring Bedding. 


This subject is almost too comprehensive to be dealt with 
in a short article such as this must necessarily be, but, at 
the same time, a few hints may be of service to those 
of my readers who wish to see their garden look at its best 
before the summer sets in, when plants in full bloom are 
| not so difficult to secure, Included in spring bedding are 
bulbs and other hardy plants (which can be obtained of 
Daniels Brothers, Norwich), and; which can be relied upon 
to produce early or late blooms, according to the time they 
are planted. Hyacinths, tulips, and other Dutch bulbs are 
very easily managed, but they do not by any means form 
the chief show of a spring display. Wallflowers, prim- 
roses, polyanthuses, violets, pansies, cowslips, blue 
gentians, and other plants far too numerous to mention, 
can all;be bought at this time of the year, well rooted, and 
quite ready for planting, with a view to early spring bloom, 
Hardy shrubs—such as rhododendrons, aucubas, bays, 
ete.—can also be secured at a very trifling cost at this 
time of the year, for the plants were never cheaper than 
at present; and I can give no better advice than to have 
the garden beds—when. shorn of all their summer glory— 
filled up with hardy shrubs, wintering plants, and bulbs, 
in readiness for spring display.

init. There was a watercourse three feet deep 


in it. From the Khor there arose before the 
Lancers some three thousand Dervishes. With- 
out an instant’s hesitation Colonel Martin 


ordered the charge to be sounded. and in a 
minute or two the troopers were slashing and 
thrusting their way through the dense mass of 
the enemy. Several horses were quickly ham- 
strung, and their riders were beir g cut to pieces 
by the ferocious foe. 


Major Fowles’s was the Leading 
° Equadron, 

and bore'the brunt of the killing. Fowles him- 
self killed his man, missed his next one, put his 
horse over a stiff boulder, and shooting another 
of the enemy, galloped up the bank clear of the 
Dervishes, with dozens of bullets whistling by 
him. With one exception, no man who was once 
actually unhorsed was again seen alive. The 
single exception was 


Surgeon-Major Pinches. 
His horse was brought down to the ground, 
and the officer fell among the furious Dervishes. 
Sergeant-Major Brennan, who was riding ahead 
saw the Major’s peril, and gallantly returned to 
his assistance. After a tough fight, in the course 
of which

Brennan Killed Several Dervishes, 


he succeeded in getting the officer on to his own 
horse, and back to the regiment. 
Thenon-commissioned officers were conspicuous 
throughout this thrilling business. Sergeant- 
Major George Veysey got a slash from a Dervish 
sword which severed his nose, and almost simul- 


taneously a spear was thrust into his chest. | 


Blood streamed from his wounds, but he still 
rode firmly in his saddle, and continued to cheer 
on his troop till the fight was over. 

Sergeant Freeman got n terrible wound from 
a sword in his face, but, like Veysey, he went on 
fighting, and only sought the aid of a surgeon 
after he had carried his men through the- action. 

The Lancers’ charge was quite reminiscent of 
old times. Each trooper picked out his man as 
he rode and went for him. Before they could 
get at the Dervishes, they had to jump the water- 
course, and they did it in splendid style. 


Trooper Brown's Bravery.

Trooper Brown (No. 3850), though badly 
wounded himself, reined up just beyond the 
Khor, to enable a comrade, Trooper Varley, who 


had been dismounted there and was surrounded’ 


by the Dervish swordsmen, to seize his horse’s 
tail and thus dragged him into safety. He then 


turned again to rescue Trooper Rowlett, who, 
wounded in both arms and unborsed, stood on 
the edge of the Khor with a crowd of swordsmen 
rushing upon him.- Brown galloped up in time, 
lifted Rowlett on to his horse, and carried him 
into safety. He then dressed his comrade's 
wounds. 


Sergeant Diggs, 


| who lid two of his fingers cut off by a Dervish 


sword, though he was quite close to the doctor, 
refused attention. ‘ There ’s plenty much worse 
off than me, Sir," said the sergeant. 

Mention should also be raade of the 


Rescue of Lieutenant Wyndham by 
Captain Kenna. 


| Wyndham's horse was shot as he was emergirg 


from the Khor, and he was on the ground in a 
perfectly helpless position, having emptied his 
revolver in the charge. Captain Kenna galloped 
back, lifted "Wyndham into the saddle behind 
him, and handed him his own revolver. The 
one did the ridiug, the other the shooting. 

The regiment came to a halt four hundred 
yards on the far side of the Khor. Many of the 
men were much slashed, but the answer of each 
man in reply to the Colonel’s question was 
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* All Right, Sir; Ready to Charge 
Again!" 
And these were troopers who had never been 
before engaged. 
Lieutenant the Hon. Raymond Harvey 
Joseph de Montmorency, 
21st Lancers, who, with Captain Kenna and 
Corporal Swarback, made a gallant attempt to 
recover the body of Lieutenant R. S. Grenfell 
during this same heroic charge, is the eldest son 
of Major-General Viscount Raymond Harvey 
Frankfort de Montmorency. Lieutenant de 
Montmorency, who has thus honourably acquitted 
himself in his first campaign, is thirty-one yenrs 
of age. He was Second Lieutenant in the 
21st Hussars in 1887, and became Lieutenant in 
1889. He was Adjutant from July, 1893, to 
June 1897. In 1896 he was Aide-de-Camp to 
Lord Elgin, Governor-General of India.

The mile amateur champion- 
ship of the world has been won by P. Albert, of Germany, 
and the 100-kilométres race by A. J. Cherry, England ; and 
the 3000-métres tandem race by E. Jacquelin, of France, and 
F. Seidl, Austria. Cherry rode the distance of 100 kilo- 
mètres in 2 hours 12 min. 23 2-5 sec. ; he covered in the 
first hour about eighty yards short of thirty miles. 

What with sightseeing and racing, a very enjoyable time 
seems to have been spent by cyclists at Vienna—prior, of 
course, to the lamentable tragedy that we all deplore—and 
though C. F. Barden's machine was taken possession of by 
the authorities under & misapprehension, the incident gave 
apparently as much pleasure as vexation. In the race for 
the 100 kilomètres championship of the world, the reputa- 
tion worthily held by R. Palmer, England, overawed all 
other competitors, and he rode over for this event in 
2 hours 10 min. 21 1-5 sec., thus beating Cherrg'$time for 
the same distance. A 2000 métres scratch race went to 
Lanon, of Austria.

An Attempt to Swim Across the 
English Channel. 


It is nearly a quarter of a century since the late Captain 
Matthew Webb succeeded in swimming across the English 
Channel, and no one has succeeded in doing ditto, There 
has been more than one trial, however, and the latest (up 
tothetime of writing) was made by Mr. Frank Holmes, 
an amateur swimmer of Birmingham. ‘There seemed a 
more than ordinary prospect of success for this strong 
breast-stroke swimmer and fine specimen of robust man- 
hood. The day was particularly bright (if anything there 
was too much sun) and the water remarkably smooth 
when Holmes entered. For nine hours the swimmer 
remained in the water, and it is estimated that he 
had swum about twenty - four miles — really a fine 
performance. Had conditions remained favourable it 
is within the limits of probability the feat would have 
been accomplished, but it is just the changes that can 
never, apparently, be avoided that make the swim one of 
such difficulty. The different currents and the consequent 
changes of temperature are contingencies which are never 
absent. On Saturday, when the goal seemed within reach, 
the wind freshened, the water splashed in the face of the 
swimmer, and a fog sprang up on the French side. The 
friends of Holmes at once came to the conclusion that it 
would be useless to pursue the task, though the swimmer 
expressed himself fresh and well able to continue. Mr. W. 
Bingham, the pilot, however, persuaded Holmes thatit would 
be futile to make the attempt,'and it was m up. Holmes 
did more than enough to prove- his pina and endurance. 
and many will hope that if he should make another 
attempt he will have better lick. I must, however, in 
conclusion, remark that, though ever ready to praise a 
feat calling forth pluck and powers of endurance, I cannot 
see the utility of ** cross Channel swims.”

reached London last Saturday evening, 
occasioning widespread lamentation at 
the painful death of that Queen among women, 
and general sympathy with the cruelly bereaved 
Emperor Francis Joseph. The story of the 
Empress’s life having been told on another page, 
I need not recapitulate the succession of sad 
events which may well make us one and all 
condole most heartily with the stricken Emperor 
plunged into mourning by the cowardly stab of 
an Italian anarchist. 


The Young Queen of Holland 


(who seems to have had a narrow escape of being 
shot by evil-minded persons before her Corona- 
tion fêtes) is, happily, gifted with sangfroid 
and common-sense, as was clearly set forth by 
the lady who favoured us a fortnight azo with 
the interesting details of Queen Wilhelmina’s 
life. No doubt the authorities responsible.for 
the safeguarding of her valuable young life will 
sce that no fanatic ever gets near her. Her 
Mujesty left Amsterdam for the Hague at the 
conclusion of the brilliant inauguration fétes, 
which were as grand in their way as our own 
Queen's Diamond Jubilee Celebration in London. 


A Photograph of the Royal Procession 
in Amsterdam 


was taken for The Penny Illustrated Paper by Mr. 
H. H. Klene, and it is reproduced on this page. 
The view represents the procession from De 
Hoogsluis to Frederiksplein. As one of the 
London Correspondents said: There are five 
great churches in Amsterdam, and at seven 
o'clock in the morning of Sept. 6 trumpeters 
ascended to the top of the crenellated towers 
anl played a majestic chorale, the strains of 
which, carried far and near, fell pleasantly 
on the ears of the throng in the streets, 
who were already beginning to take their 
plnces for, the purpose of witnessing the 
Royal procession to the Nieuwe Kerk. At the 
same time a salute of one hundred and one guns 
announced the opening of a long-expected day. 
The great Dam Square in front of the palace 
presented a splendid spectacle. The whole open 
space“had -been cleared by troops, and bodies of 
soldiers of all arms were drawn up round it. The 
air was agreeably fresh under the grey sky. As 
tie Queen was to walk to the church, a velvet 
carpet had been laid along the short path which 
& e would have to traverse, the line being kept 
by naval eadets, The Quecn-Mother appeared 
in a State coach, surmounted by a Royal crown 
in gilt upon a crimson cushion. Her Majesty 
met with a most splendid reception, the hurrahs 
and cries of ‘* Long Live the Queen-Mother ” 
being unending. ‘Ten minutes later the beating 
of drums and the blare of many trumpets 
signalled that

hud herself left the palace. On her head was a 
diadem of diamonds inthe form of a crown, and 
her robe of white silk with a long train showed 
under a mantle of rich red velvet, displaying in 
gold embroidery the lions of Nassau and bordered 
with Royal ermine. The Sword of State was 
carried before the Queen by a general officer. 
Ilr Majesty bore herself with grace and forti- 
tule, but the blanched cheek showed the pro- 
fondemotion which the greatness of the occasion 
w is inspiring. 

When the Queen's procession entered the 
ciurch, the choir, accompanied by the church 
organ and a small orchestra, sang the first verses 
o the “Wilhelmas.” The music, performed by 
a choir composing the greatest artists of Holland, 
was magnificently rendered, and had a most 
inspiring effect. The Queen, whose diamond 
crown shed brilliance in all-directions as the 
faucets of the setting caught the sunshine from 
the windows, and who looked truly regal in her 
State robes and the Grand Cordon of the Military 
Order of William, bowed graciously from side to 
sile as she passed through the standing throng 
to the throne, where, after once more inclining 
igi to the vast congregation, she took her 
seat. 

A moment’s pause, and then the Queen rose. 
Tn a clear and perfectly calm voice Her Majesty 
delivered her Address from the Throne to the 
States-General, in the course of which the Queen 
suid that that day the very ancient union between 
tie Netherlands and Orange was confirmed, and 
repeated a phrase used more than once by the 
lite King: “ Orange can never—yea, never—do 
enough for the Netherlands.” 

The Queen seated herself for a few moments 
on finishing her Address, and then, once more 
rising, recited in the same clear voice as before 
the onth to the Constitution, swearing to always 
guard and maintain the Constitution, to defend 
aud guard the independence and territory of the

Empire, and to protect general and private liberty 
and the rights of all her subjects. 

After taking the oath, the Queen was greeted 
in the church with shouts of ‘‘ Long live the 
Queen !” and on the return journey to the palace 
the popular enthusiasm was renewed. A State 
banquet was held in the evening, after which 
Her Majesty drove through the City viewing the 
illuminations.

Warning to Young Women Travelling 
Abroad. 


I am requested to say that the National 
Vigilance Association has issued an interesting 
booklet, containing a very strong warning to 
young women going abroad, to situations or 
otherwise. It is printed in. four languages, and 
applies to foreign women coming to England, as 
well as English women going abroad. The asso- 
ciation possesses a good deal of evidence of the 
existence of a body of men in Europe whose sole 
business is to decoy unsuspecting young women, 
by fraud and false pretences, from their homes 
and country, and then 


Sell Them into a State of Slavery, 


the conditions of which are appalling to contem- 
plate. Tiie object of the pamphlet is to warn 
young women of the doings of these men, and 
to render such help as will put them on their 
guard, The pamphlet bears the name of the 
Duke of Westminster, as. President of the 
association, together with the names of Mrs. 
Josephine Butler, Mrs. Henry Fawcett, and Mrs, 
Katharine Thomasson, as vice-presidents. For 
the first time in the history of such an effort the 
pamphlet includes the names of the German, 
French, Dutch, ‘and Belgian Consuls-General, 
and also that of the Minister for Switzerland, 
all these gentlemen expressing their sympethy 
with the efforts of the association to safeguard 
and protect young women while travelling 
abroad.

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LONDON’S WATER SUPPLY. 


At last the East-End Water Company have moved. 
They have come to some working arrangement with the 
Southwark and Vauxhall Company, which will enable 
them to draw from the southern company some- 
thing like 10,000,000 gallons a day. Perhaps after this 
the East London Company may be able to supply their 
customers with some of the water they are so careful to 
charge for, but are not nearly so careful to supply. On 
Saturday week (as sketched by a P.I.P. Artist) operations 
were commenced for the laying of the main in the Tower 
Subway, to connéct the two companies’ reservoirs. On the 
south and north sides of the river gangs of workmen were 
engaged in sinking the shafts to the level of the subway, à 
distance of 58 feet. It has been decided that the new 
main shall join one of the great conduits of the South- 
wark and M remm Company in Bermondsey Street. The 
main wil run under a mile and a balf of streets, joining 
the East London Company in Leman Street. By working 
day and night it is hoped that the undertaking will be 
finished in seven or eight weeks. i 

. The New River supply is fortunately much more copious 
than some pessimists have considered it to be. Althou h 
one or two of the smaller sources have been dried up by 
the long-continued drought, the directors anticipate no 
difficulty, and are able to assist other companies. There 
is one change in the London water supply which could be 
made with advantage. Why not have sea water to flush 
the drains and water the streets? 'This would leave the 
fresh water supply for domestic use, and would obviate 
much of the difficulty. The whole question, in view of the 
growth of London, will soon have to be dealt with com- 
prehensively, and a supply brought to the Metropolis from 
purer sources than the polluted Thames. The first cost 
will be large, no doubt, but the question is becoming & 
vital one to millions of Londoners.
